cAbroad 


NE-FIFTH of our tatal commer- 

cial apple crop was exported 

,during the 1928-29 season. 

This is the Jargest proportion ever 

shipped abroad, accovding to the 

United States Department of Agricul- 

ture, and was the result of good apple 

crops in the United States in 1928 and 
moderate to poor crops in Europe. 

Exports of boxed apples reached the 
record figure ot 12,000,000 boxes. Ex- 
ports of barreled apples amounted to 
3,009,000 barrels, a total surpassed only 
in one other season, 1926-27, when the 
apple crop of the Eastern States was 
much larger than last year. The out- 
standing feature of the 1928-29 apple 
export season was the increase in ship- 
ments to Continental European mar- 
Kets. For the first time Continental 
markets took more American boxed 
apples than Great Britain and two- 
thirds as many barreled apptes. 

Small apple crops this year in all the 
principal producing areas in the United 
States will make growers tess devendent «. 
upon foreign markets. More competi- 
tion .will be met however, by such 
apples as are shipped abroad. The 
apple crops in most Furopean coun- 
tries are above last year, which will 
tend to restrict the outlet on the Con- 
tinent for American apples during the 
tirst part of thé season. Easterh Can- 
ada, particylarly Nova Scotia, has a 
large apple crop, whicH Will mean more 
competition than usual for eur bar- 
reled apples in the British market.
